_ Mr. Clark: “I move that the sum of 
$35,000 be appropriated for schools.” 
Motion carried. 


Schoolhouses 


Mr. Clark: “The school committee 
plans the completion of the work at 
the John Dove school begun last year. 
It is also planned to thoroughly reno- 
vate the interior of the Bradlee 
school, and work badly needed must 
be done at the Osgood school, and 
we therefore ask for $4000.” Motion 
seconded. 

Mr. Rhodes: “I should like to ask 
about the distribution of the $4000 
and ask what portion of the whole 


amount is intended for the. John Dove 
school.” 


Mr. Clark: “$1200.” 

Mr. Rhodes: “What part’ for the 
Stowe school?” 

Mr. Clark: “About $350, I believe.” 

Mr. Rhodes: “I believe last year the 
appropriation for the John Dove 
school was $4000, with the result that 
we spent $4500——” (Mr. Clark: 
““$4700.”) “Some report of this ought 
to be furnished. I think the expenses 
of last year were unnecessary; I 
think we have wasted at least $3000. 
I think the voters should be given 
some account of this. This money is 
needed for repairs on the John Dove 
school to put in cement floors.

It is 
not necessary to tear up the floor in 


the Stowe school to fix the ceiling.’ for maintenance, and $750 for sinking 


One item of expense was the tearing 
out of $800 worth of perfectly good 
furniture to put in adjustable desks. 
This word ‘adjustable’ seems to be a 
charmed word for the school com- 
mittee. I move to amend the motion 
by making the amount $3000 instead 
of $4000.” Amendment seconded. 

J. L. Burns: “May I ask whether 
the last speaker represents a minority 
of the school committee?” 

Mr. Clark: “A minority of one, In 
regard to the statement of the last 
speaker that the town’s money has 
been wasted, the committee thought 
it best to renovate the John Dove 
school thoroughly from top to bot- 
tom, in that way taking one school 
at a time. When work of that kind 
is undertaken at certain figures, things 
are always uncovered which were not 
known about before, and in order to 
go on with the work which was badly 
needed, we decided to spend within 
the appropriation and complete the 
wotk above the basement of the 
school. This portion of the work has 
been finished and the school commit- 
tee in open meeting agreed to ask for 
$1200 to complete the work.” 

Mr.-Rhodes: “When we went to 
visit the John Dove school, the com- 
mittee of four, among whom was the 
very gentleman who was hesitating 
in the matter, noticed that the floor 
was worn in spots, but it was neces- 
sary to tear up this floor. I claim that 
there has been a waste of money that 
was needed for more important pur- 
poses. I like to see our school- 
houses in good condition, but it is not 
necessary to tear up the whole school 
to fix it. $800 was used to throw out 
furniture. I hope the motion will 
prevail for $3000.”

The Town Meeting 


The writer has alwys insisted that 
those who failed to attend the annual 
Town Meeting had no right to object 
to the town meeting action. Adhering 
to this position, we trust that our 
readers will not take the following as 
in any way an objection to what was 
done there. We shall pay our in- 


creased taxes gladly, and hope ‘that 


another year may bring relief from 
the wave of extravagance that set in 
last Monday in conducting town af- 
fairs. 

The election resulted in one of the 
closest contests for Selectman that 
the town has ever. known. That Mr. 
Bailey was defeated is undoubtedly 
due entirely to the three-cornered 
fight which divided his strength. Mr. 
Bailey has served the town faithfully 
for nine years, and he leaves his posi- 
tion holding the highest respect of all 
those who have come in contact with 
him, and the warm regard of all those 
who have been closely associated with 
him. Mr. Bowman comes to_ his 
work entirely new and untried as far 
as town affairs are concerned, but he 
is a clean man, a business man, a man 
of family, and a worthy citizen of the 
town, and can be relied upon to give 
his best, and to give it faithfully and 
loyally to the work that he has taken 
up. Those who opposed him, as well 
as those who voted for him, 
have confidence that their wish will 
be realized that he will make an 
efficient public servant. 

Two things that stand out. strik- 
ingly in the published report of the 
meeting, and in all the comment that 
has been made upon it, are, first, the 
increased appropriations, some of 
which seem hardly to be justified, and 
which. undoubtedly would not have 
passed had they been thoroughly de- 
bated and understood; and secondly, 
the conduct of the meeting itself, 
which in turn may really be respon- 
sible for the first situation. 

We have a great deal of sympathy 
with the remarks made by Mr. Frost, 
who speaks as a new-comer to the 
Andover Town Meeting, but who cer- 
tainly voices the sentiments of many 
who have been attendants at the An- 
dover Town Meeting for the past 
twenty or thirty years. Conditions 
are growing steadily worse, so far as 
clear, well directed debate is con- 
cerned, in dealing with the problems 
of the town, The arbitrary action of 
the N srator is sometimes justified, 
but when the action is based upon an 
utter failure to grasp the situation, 
either in the aim of the speaker, or 
in the action that may be. taken, it 
comes to be a muddle and a mess that 
cannot possibly produce calm, delib- 


erate consideration. Not a_ single 
citizen of the town. should leave 


the hall at the close of the meeting 
who hasn’t been given an opportunity 
to discuss every question that is up, 
provided he follows the proper order 
of procedure for a deliberative body. 

Andover has made herself ridicu 
lous for several years in the character 
of control exercised by the presiding 
officer at her town meeting, and we 
say this without any feeling at all 
toward the man who has oceupied this 
position during this time. Probably 
he has more book knowledge of par-: 
liamentary procedure than any man 
in Andover, and there are not lack- 
ing those who believe that) he has 
less ability to apply that knowledge 
than almost any man in Andover. 
The citizens of the town are entirely 
responsible for this condition of af- 
fairs. No man wants his job and we 
know of no man who would be a 
competitor with him for it, but plain 
speaking is due at the present moment 
in connection with this serious situ- 
ation. Perhaps the writer has erred 
in thus speaking plainly, but he cannot 
help feeling that it is his duty, and 
rence “what is writ, is writ.” 

Tt is very evident that: there are 
some demagogvfes who don't confine 
their labors to reforming the world, 
and who occasionally settle down to 
helieve they have missions to per 
form in “milking” the local public 
treasury It is rather unfortunate 
that these men should pose to be quite 
so pure, and still stoop to the dirtiest 
sort of machine politics when it comes 
to leading a bunch to making a noise 
that may accomplish something that 
may add to personal popularity 
There is not lacking considerable evi- 
dence that this sort of campaigning 
added considerable to the town's ap- 
propriations at the meeting last Mon 
day. What the meeting lacked in 
real debate seems to have been made 
up in oratory for local consumption, 
and it was oratory that seemed to 
count. So far as one can judge again 
from the printed report, about the 
clearest and best presentation of any 
one of the problems that was up for

Rev. Benjamin Franklin Perkins,

A Strange Alliance 


The spread of radical, not to say 
revolutionary doctrines, was never 
more conspicuously or surprisingly il- 
lustrated than by the participation of 
two Wellesley College professors in 
the mass meeting of Lawrence strik- 
ers last night. The question of per- 
sonal motive was less to be criticised 
than the propriety of the conditions 
that were chosen for its expression. 

| The feminine instinct of pity for dis- 

tress is something that we hope will 
never grow weaker than it is and un- 
undoubtedly there is distress enough 
at Lawrence to call it out in full 
measure. But the speakers from the 
institution possessed no monopoly of 
such emotion. We believe the public 
generally pities and deplores the situ- 
ation of those who are still refusing 
the terms that have been offered them 
and which have been accepted by 
those of better judgment and under 
saner leadership. It pities their ig- 
norance, their irresponsibility, their 
subserviency to agitators who are 
looking out for themselves more than 
for the thousands that they are mis- 
leading. 

But the affiliation is a strange one— 
the educated and refined instructors 
of Wellesley College, lending their 
aid and influence to Haywood and 
Ettor and the other professional or- 
ganizers of misrule and social chaos. 
They are helping to prolong an in- 
tolerable situation. They are adding 
to the distress with. which thev sym- 
pathize and by inevitable inference 
they are endorsing the methods which 
these people have adopted to throw 
the city into a state of practical an- 
archy. They ‘are assuming that the 
Industrial Workers of the World who 
understand neither the language nor 
the institutions of the country, who 
follow like sheep the men who have 
appealed to, their passions and their 
easily aroused tendencies to violence 
and vengeance, are right, and every- 
body else is wrong. 

That, however, is not all or the 
worst. They are injuring those whom 
doubtless they desire to help, for un- 
less we are ready to surrender our 
social safeguards, nothing can be 
done for these people until they rec- 
ognize the fact that their first resp 
sibility is observance of the law. T 
are making it more difficult to give 
society the pfotection to which it is 
entitled. Approbation from such 
sources is hardly less dangerous than 
the inflammatory appeals of the men 
who are feathering their nests from 
these protracted troubles. But be- 
sides all that, they have seriously 
transgressed proprieties in involving 
a great educational institution in their 
propaganda. They doubtless claim 
that they represent only themselves 
and we profoundly hope that such is 
the fact, but they cannot disconnect 
themselves from the college. They 
should have resigned their positions 
if they felt themselves impelled be- 
yond the power of resistance to take 
the step that they have, and they 
should resign now because their atti- 
tude is a greater damage to the col- 
lege than any good they may be able 
to do in their lines of instruction. 

One of these professors is reported 
as stating the doctrine that “there is 
no just wage as long as there is one 
dollar in dividends, as long as there 
is a surplus to be paid to people who 
do not do the work.” We hesitate to 
believe that she was correctly quoted. 
| In what way could wages be earned 
if there were no incentive for capital 
to furnish the opportunity? Were 
that our economic condition there 
would be no Wellesley College or any 
other. Such a doctrine 
merely common sense but even sanity, 
yet from such a source it is excellent 
ammunition for the men who are 


striving to keep their forces in a state | 


of discontent and antagonism to the 
offers that have been accepted by 
their betters.. If such doctrines are 
the teachings ‘of Wellesley College 
how many of its present patrons 
would care to have their daughters 
under such influences, and how many 
new ones would care to place their 
children in an institution where the 
| rankest Socialism, to call it by no 
| worse name, is proclaimed or per 
| mitted. That they have done the in- 
stitution an injury which it does not 
deserve, we have no doubt, but that

rae postponed.” Motion sec- 
onded and voted. Vote is doubted. 
Moderator: “Will seven voters rise 
who doubt the vote?” 
Mr. Shaw: “You are all in favor 
increasing the intelligence of the 


people of Ballardvale, I am sure. We 
are here today on this question and 
with no leadership. Mr. Poor, who 
was to appear and speak for the arti- 
cle, is not present. I quote from the 
report of the librarian on page 130 
of the Town Report: ‘Ballardvale’s 
request should certainly receive due 
consideration in our plans for the 
future, for there are more people from 
that vicinity who borrow books un- 
der present conditions, than from any 
of the other outlying sections of the 
town.’ The time has come to open 
a branch library, so that our citizens 
can secure books as easily as pos- 
sible. We have a library of books 
stored away, which were bought by 
J. P. Bradlee. I do not know where 
they ate. We ought to have better 
accommodations. 

Mr. Jenkins: ‘We all wish you had 
the Branch. The matter was brought 
to the trustees, with a request for a 
plan to be prepared. Ballardvale has 
no plan. The librarian will have a 
plan. She has placed many libraries 
and now has plans under way. It 
seems to me that all we can do today 
is, if we have a special town meeting, 


to refer it to that and then have a 


plan for the cost.” 

Mr. Shaw: “I make this amend- 
| ment, that the matter be referred to 
the trustees of Memorial Hall.” 

Moderator: “We must first take a 
vote on indefinite postponement.” 

Mr. Poor: “I left the hall and did 
not get back in time to be here when 
this article was taken up. I have had 
a talk with the librarian and she in- 
| forms me that she has a plan that she 


thinks is of interest to Ballardvale. 
From 75 to 200 people take out 
books from the library. This is a 


considerable number, and there is a 
big demand for the use of the library. 
or the present, the librarian thinks 
a deposit station would be the best 
arrangement. This deposit station, 
with $200, she feels would make a 
satisfactory arrangement at present. 
| hope this matter will not be in- 
definitely postponed.” 

Moderator: “The motion is for in- 
definite postponement.”

No one would have 
his house or barn in the condition of 
the schoolhouse. Everyone passing 
through the village has to see it 
whether he will or no. It is used by 
our Young Men’s Catholic club as a 
clubhouse, used by two leading stores, 
and it is also the village postoffice. 
The selectmen should have it painted. 
We are not asking this for Ballard- 
vale, but are asking the town to take

Ballard Vale, south of land owned by 
William F. Quinn of Beverly, Mass.; in 
all a distance of about one-eighth of a 
mile, more or less, on petition-ef Chas.

Mr. Richardson: “In order that it 
may be clear, this road is the one run- 
ning from High street as far as the 
Catholic church, a distance of 1050 
feet to River street. It runs by three 
houses. It has been estimated to cost 
from $1500 to $10,000 to put it in con- 
dition; we do not ask for any-such 
amount for I believe it can be put in 
condition for use for a small amount. 
The culvert will need some repairs. 
The road was the private way from 
Mr. Haywood’s house to his icehouse, 
coming from River street to High 
street, and is used by teams to cut 
off a quarter of a mile. It needs 
some repairing. From there on noth- 
ing will'need to be done until at the 
further end, 350 feet from River 
street; that will need repairs. I move 
an appropriation of $500 for the lower 
end of this street. I have been told 
that a street should have two outlets: 
that is not the present condition of 
High street.” 

Mr. Smith: “This article is im- 
proverly before the town, as neces- 
sary preliminaries should have been 
taken before the town can do any- 
thing.” 

Mr. Richardson: “This matter was 
brought before the selectmen in writ- 
ing. I may be wrong, but I was in- 
formed that this was the proper way 
to do it.”

Mr. Eames: “As far as I know of 
the matter, if any one brings in plans 
the selectmen will be obliged to at- 
tend to it. I am sure I for one, if 
a petition is presented to the select- 
men with the proposed location, it 
will receive the promptest attention 
we can possibly give it. It has been 
through no lack of courtesy. The 
article was presented for insertion in 
the warrant.

Mr. Hardy: “We didn’t set a price. 
The land is assessed: for $2500.” 

Mr. Bell: “This strip of land which 
is asked for extends from the land 
now owned by the town that is near 
Dickson grove, quite around the pond 
to B. Frank Smith’s, so it would take 
in all the land on that side. The ob- 
ject of the Board is protection for 
the water supply. It would be well 
for the town to own all the -land 
around Haggett’s pond, and many 
questions would be solved now under 
police supervision. The land is prob- 
ably worth $1000, and I hope the 
Board will be granted the authority.” 

Mr. Burns: “It would be good judg- 
ment to find out what the purchase 
price is. I make a motion that the 
article be indefinitely postponed.” 

Mr. Smith: “I hope the motion will 
not prevail. When the town has an 
opportunity to purchase it should take 
it. It would give the town complete 
control of the land along the railroad. 

Mr. Rogers: “I agree with the last 
speaker. It is well for the town to 
have all the land it can. It should 
have confidence in the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, and buy as quickly as it 
can. The price may go up.” 

Mr. Burns: “I am in favor of get- 
ting this land, and I suggest that the 
Board of Public Works find out the 
purchase: price.” 

Mr. Rogers: “In the event of the 
Board of Public Works finding out 
the purchase price, what then? The 
land is for sale now.” 

Mr. Bell: “The Board of Public 
Works does not want any sum speci- 
fied. The town has confidence in the 
five men on the. Board of Public 
Works to spend $20,000 yearly, and 
surely it ought to have confidence 
enough to allow them to purchase the 
land without specifying a price. This 
strip of land is the worst on the pond 
and temptsecampers to erect their 
tents there. This is being done at 
present and it may be that unless the 
town takes action, permanent camps 
may be erected there. I know parties 
in Lawrence inquiring about it for 
camping purposes, and if the camps 
are 50 feet from the water, I doubt 
if they can be condemned. I feel the 
town should have confidence in the 
Board that they can negotiate this.” 

Dr. Torrey: “The danger from con- 
tamination from these camps is great 
and we ought not to delay a minute.” 

Mr. Jenkins: “The quicker we buy 
it the wiser we are.” 

Mr. Burns: “The reason I suggested 
indefinite postponement was that 
some limited sum had been suggested. 
It is bad policy. I objected to the 
suggestion of $3000, and withdraw my 
motion for postponement.” 

Moderator: “No sum has been sug- 
gested.”

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BAIL IS INCREASED 


Action Against Mrs. Stuart Because 
of Letter to Shaw. 


Boston, March 7.—The bail of Mrs. 
Georgia M. Stuart, who is charged 
with being an accessory before and 
after the larceny of $10,000 by Arthur 
W. Shaw, the Maine shoe manufac- 
turer, was increased from $2500 to 
$4500 by Judge Sanderson in the su- 
perior court, at the suggestion of Dis- 
trict Attorney Pelletier. 

Mrs Stuart was ordered committed 
to jail in default of bail, but afer an 
hour’s wait surety to make up the dif- 
ference between Mrs. Stuart's former 
bail of $2500 cash and the necessary 
$4500 was furnished by Saul Weiss. 

The Los Angeles authorities sent 
word to Pelletier that Mrs. Stuart had 
written to Shaw telling him that she 
had turned over the twelve bonds to 
the district attorney, but that she 
knew where the other seven were. 

As soon as this information was re- 
ceived the district attorney prepared 
to have the bail increased, as he now 
believes that Mrs. Stuart knows more 
about the case than she professes to. 


SUFFRAGETTE WAR FUND 


Seized by Authorities to Reimburse 
Sufferers From Riots 


London, March 7.—Militant suf- 
fragism has received a severe set- 
back in the seizing of $500,000, the 
war fund of the movement, which the 
authorities announce will be used to 
reimburse shopkeepers whose win- 
dows have been smashed and property 
damaged by the skirted raiders dur- 
ing the last week. 

The government officials are busy 
going over papers seized at suffrage 
headquarters. Among these, com- 
plete plans of a campaign as prepared 
by Mrs. Emeline Pankhurst and other 
leaders have been found. These 
plans, it is said, wil be used as the 
basis for conspiracy prosecutions, the 
penalty of which may be seven years 
in prison. 


HEADS ARE LOPPED 
OFF BY WHOLESALE 


Short Shrift For Mutineers 
and Quilaws at Pekin 


Pekin, March 7.—President Yuan 
Shi Kai has at last gained complete 
control of the situation in Pekin and 
terrible punishment was meted out to 
mutineers and pillaging outlaws in 
wholesale executions. In one batch 
more than 150 persons were behead- 
ed. Heads of victims were stuck on 
poles and carried through the streets 
with written warnings appended. 

Several women arrested for looting 
were put to death. They chme trom 
the lowest classes and fought side by 
side with the men in the mobs which 
plundered the city. 

“Liberty has cost China 100,000 hu- 
man lives and before order is restorec 
and the republican government is fully 
established, probably as many again 
will fall victims to anarchy and in- 
ternecine turbulence. 


EASTER CANDY EGGS SAVED 


Government Loses Suit to Prohibit 
the Use of Talc 

Boston, March 7.—The govern- 
ment has lost its suit against the big 
candy manufacturers of the country, 
thereby averting a famine in Easter 
candy egss during the forthcoming 
holidays. 

The question at issue was whether 
or not the use of tale in giving a high 
polish to the surface of candy eggs 
constituted an adulteration within the 
meaning of the pure food act. A jury 
in the United States district court 
found that it did not. 


FORTUNE OF “MILLIONAIRE” 


Shows Its Actual Value to 

Have Been but $7500 

New York, March 5.—Elijah M. 
Allen, “the millionaire lumber ex- 
porter,” was actually in possession of 
a $7500 estate when he died in St. 
Vincent's hospital. 

Death pulled aside the veil that con- 
cealed the aged exporter’s “millions” 
and proved the fiction of the esti- 
mate. His will shows he left no es- 
tate, and that his personal property 
ig worth the amount state above.

Oroville, Cal., Mareh 7.—Sheriff 
John B. Webber shot and fatally 
wounded one of a gang of seventeen 
men who took possession of a Western 
Pacific freight tr*sin and defied the 
train hands to remove them.

TAKES SHOT AT STIMSON 
Roosevelt Attacks Methods of Pro- 

moting Taft Campaign 

Mineola, N. Y., March 7.—Fight- 
ing mad at aspersions cast upon his 
candidacy for the presidential nomi- 
nation by Secretary Stimson in his 
Chicago speech, Theodore Roosevelt 
issued a long statement here, bitter- 
ly assailing the supporters of Presi- 
dent Taft, and Stimson in particular.

From Trust Company 

Plymouth, Mass., March 6.— 
Having been convicted of the larceny 
of $20,000 from the Plymouth County 
Trust company of Brockton, Elmer 
B. Cole of Middleboro was given a 
state prison sentence of from 3% to 
4% years in the superior court here. 

Cole was formerly a partner in the 
box manufacturing firm of Clark & 
Cole. In 1908 the partnership was 
dissolved, and for eighteen months 
Cole ran the business alone. It is 
alleged that he borrowed $20,000 from 
the Brockton bank by representating 
that his business was in excellent 
condition, when as a matter of fact 
ft was on the verge of bankruptcy.
